ETHNIC AFFILIATIONS 


The Suprome Court hended down a decision unanimcusly 
upholding the curfew regulntions issued to the West 
Coast Japanese and Japanese-Americans prior to evacua- 
tion as “military necessities which cre within the 
powers of Army commanders." 

As its explanotion for tho element of the mersure 
that included only thosco of Jupcnese blcod, Chicf 
Justice Stone said, “he cunnot close, our eyes to the 
fact, demonstrated by experience, that in time of. Wor y 
residents having ethnic affiliations -with an ‘invading 
onamy may bo a greator sovree of danger thnn those of 


a difforont ancestry." 
In a legal sense, the high court ruling mey have 


temporarily whitewashed thc curfew rogulations of the 
odlum of unconstituticnality, but it does not alter in 
cvon one respect the discriminntory motives and averi- 
cious sontimonts that hcve molded the way for curfov 
and the subsequent evacuation, 

we look to the day when the Suprome Court of the 
United States cen say without fecr of caqntrediction 
the words, "Tho toest for an American is not in his 
ethnic affiliaticns."
